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Local Church Celebrates 


50th Birthday 


On the basis of Hebrews 13:8 
“Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
and today, and forever,” Rev, A, F. 
Reine of Concordia College, Ed- 
monton, directed the attention of 
tie members and friends of Re- 
dsemer Lutheran Church to the 
many rich blessings they had re- 
ceived from God during the past 
fifty years. In his sermon Rev. 
Reiner briefly outlined the history 
and growth of Lutheran work in 
this parish. Though many things 
in the world change, one thing re- 
mains the same Jesus Christ 
and His Gospel. Though we may 
expect numerous changes in the 
future, this one thing will ever re- 
main — Jesus Christ and His Gos- 
pel. Thus, he encouraged the con- 
Bregation to continue faithfully 
in the work of the Lord. 

The golden anniversary service 
on Sunday, February 2nd, was at- 
tended by 232 people, with 115 par- 
taking of Holy Communion. 

In the evening, under the aus- 
pices of the Redecmer Walther 
League and directed by Erhard 
Reinhardt, an anniversary program 
was presented in the church base- 
ment. Various musical numbers 
were rendered by members of the 
League and congregation. Four of 
the Leaguers were dressed in cloth- 
ing dating back to the turn of the 
century. Pictures of the early be- 
ginning and growth of the work 
were shown, as also were pictures 
of the building of the new church 
in Didsbury. 

Pastor Fox read letters received 
from the yarious pastors that had 
served in this parish: Rev. Walter

editor last week, contends that by 
some moral re-alignment it is pos- 
sible to prevent some 75% of 
discase, and, as a result, save 75% 
of hospital beds. The term disease 
is a wide one, and, even inchudes 
“verbal diarrhoea”, a condition 
which results from insufficient 
digestion of thought before com- 
mitting ideas into words. This is 
one disease which is wholly pre- 
ventable, and, I suggest that Mr. 
Palmer should in future do his 
little share of prophylaxis by re- 
membering this, 

There are many ways of classi- 
fying disease — diseases which 
are due to infectious, traumatic, 
paediatric, geriatric, congenital, 
stress, etc, causes. It appears 
from Mr. Palmer's letter that he 
is particularly worried about stress 
diseases. These can just as readily 
be developed in the daily routine by 
a minister as they can in the daily 
struggle on the Stock Exchange. 
I doubt if God would consider it a 
fault in a minister if he developed 
heart disease by putting a full 
effort into a difficult pastoral 
charge. Some ministers do. 

No one, and least of all, no 
doctor, wishes ‘disease’ on any 
person, but the sad circumstance 
remains that people do become ill, 
and, though on occasion the illness 
may be due to a preventable cause, 
One should hesitate to be critical. 
The germ ts just as much a part | 
of Creation as is the Human Being, 
and as long as there are germs and | 
Humans, disease will result, re- 


I have been privileged to attend 
ministers of all denominations in 
@ professionali cCapac.ty. I have 
found them prone to “All the ills 
w which the human flesh is heir.” 
The overall impression is that they 
have an above average share ci 
moral fortitude, but, in another 
sense, they are sometimes bad 
patients in so much as they put 
their Charge amd iis Cares belore 
the best interests of their own 
health. 

The question of saving on drugs 
and hospitals is of concern to every 
doctor. I challenge Mr. Pauner to 
show me how 75% of the beds in 
the local hospital could be made 
needless. His reference to new 
wings on hospitals is pointed, bui 
a visit to the local hospital will 


prove that the new wing there is 
for maternity cases — a wholly 
preventable “disease” -- but who 


would be without it? Of the other 
cases I am sure that both patients 
and doctors will giadiy give him 
access to the facis and let him 
decide whether the beds are occu- 
pied for want af some moral factor. 

Mr, Palmer can have his pulpit 
fever as and when he wants, but 
he must expect that his febrile 
imaginings will not go unchallenged 
in the minds of his congregation. 
Jesus healed the sick without sub- 
jecting them to unwarranted criti- 
aism. He also made good a certain 
deficit at the marriage feast at 
Cana. 

I will close by quoting Thomp- 
son's essay on Shelley an 
avheist poet praised by a humble 
Christan — “Let us hope, rather 
than as amidst material nature, 
where our dull eyes see only ruin,

particular problem with me. Very 
frequently the trend of the conver- 
sation has to do with declining pro- 
ductivity of the farm land. Much 
of the land in this district was 
settled about the turn of the cen- 
tury and some of it was broken 
then and farmed ever since. 

That means that for over 60 
years the land has been in produc- 
tion. Where planned rotation and 
good soil management has been 
practised that land still is highly 
productive. Where it has been the 
policy to grow cereal crops succes- 
sively, without rotation, much of 
the land has very depleted supplies 
of nitrogen and phospherous, and 
other plant foods. 

With a shortage of these vital 
plant elements it is simply impos- 
sible for that land to yield as it 
once did or as it now should. 

Inoreasing costs of production 
means that unless you can make 
your farm produce properly your 
budget will not balance and your 
farming operations may run in the 
red. 

Increasing numbers of alert far- 
mers are having analysis made of 
their soils to determine what it is 
short on so that it can be added by 
some means, chemical fertilizer or 
plowing under green manure, such 
as sweet clover. 

Soil analysis are made at the 
University of Alberta for a fee of 
75c each to cover cost of postage 
and handling.

The walk of lightweights and 
heavyweights, scuffing and scrap- 
ing, dust and dirt — that’s the 
treatment most floors have to put 
up with. 

Give your floors proper care:- 

1, Don’t scrub floors or use soaps 
or abrasive powders. More linoleum 
is scrubbed away than is ever worn 
away, 

2. Don’t use very hot water and 
don't flood the floors (water will 
seep under and rot the backing). 
Use lukewarm water sparingly. 

3. Paste wax gives a harder fin- 
ish and so is preferred for linoleum, 
cork and wood floors. 

Do not use wax on Asphalt or 
Rubber tile. Use only a liquid self- 
polishing wax (the solvent in paste 
wax Causes the binder in asphalt 
tile to deteriorate and affects the 
color and adhesion of rubber tile). 

4. Persistant stains make even 
the shinest floors look worn and 
marked. Fast action may save the 
day. 

To remove grease stains or spots 
from wood floors, add one table- 
spoon of ammonia to two quarts of 
water. 

Remove iodine stains with wood 
alcoho] or with a weak solution of 
household ammonia, 

Mercurochrome stains may be 
moved with a weak vinegar solu- 
tion. 

Paint stains may be removed with 
turpentine, any regular cleaning 
fluid or one of the preparations 
made for the purpose. 

Marks on linoleum from compo- 
sition soles or heals may be re- 
moved by wiping with a cloth 
or moistened with kerosene or good 
cleaning fluid. 

To remove stains from wood 
floors caused by ink, pets, etc, — 
bleach with a paste of tri sodium 
phosphate and water, Leave on 
stain for two hours. Keep a damp 
cloth over it to keep moist. Rinse 
thoroughly with a solution of one 
part vinegar to ten parts water, 

A trick to remember when grease 
is spilled — rub a piece of ice over 
the stain. This will harden the 
grease and prevent it soaking thru.

Barley sold for maltng has been 
a very important source of revenue 
to many farms. Olli is the best 
variety to grow in this area for the 
malting market. There are other 
malting varieties such as Montcalm 
and O.A.C., 21; these are not recom- 


Gateway have been accepted for 
C.W. malting grades; the malsters 
however have indicated they are 
not prepared to buy Gateway for 
malting and indications are Park- 
land may meet the same fate. 

When growing Olli barley for 
malting sale, it is important to 
have good seed which is pure as to 
variety. This helps to ensure a 
uniform sample of grain in the 
fall without the immature kernels 
which will be present if the seed is 
contaminated with some later ma- 
turing vaniety of barley. 

In this area there are a number 
of recommended barley varieties. 
Olli is an early maturing, rough 
awned malting barley. Gateway is 
& good barley which out-ylelds 
Olli, 1s smooth awned and early 
maturing. Wolfe is a very strong 
Strawed, fairly early maturing feed 
barley; it is about five days later in 
maturing than Olli but usually 
superior in yield. 

Vantage is a later maturing feed 
barley which is a high yielding, 
smooth awned, strong strawed var- 
lety; awns are difficult to remove 
in harvesting, 

The first three mentioned barley 
are all quite early in the 93-98 days 
to maturity group. The later two 
Vantage and Husky are heavy 
ylelding varieties but take about 10 
more days to mature.
